FIRST    REPORT. 


TO  THE  QrEEN\S  MOST  KXL'EI-LENT  MAJESTY. 

We,  Your  Majesty's  CoininiHHioneiH  fur  tlio  forniatiim  iind  application  of  a 
Patriotic  Fund,  for  the  relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orjdiaiis  of  the  Soldiers, 
Sailors,  or  Marines  who  may  he  killed  or  may  die  on  active  service,  during  the 
[)rcsent  War,  now  humhly  heg  t<i  present  to  Your  Majesty  a  I'^iist  ]{eport  of 
our  j)roceedings,  and  of  the  arrangements  whieh  we  have  deemed  it  expedient 
to  make,  for  giving  an  early  effect  to  Your  Majesty's  gracious  intentions. 

2.  Acting  under  the  sanction  of  one  of  Your  ^lajesty's  Secretaries  of  State,  Moa«\ireH  taken  for 
our  Honorary  Secretaries  proceeded  at  once,  on  the  promulgation  of  the  Royal 
Commission  in  the  "  London  Gazette  "  of  the  Kith  October  1854,  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Commissionei's  in  aid  hoth  at  home  and  abroad,  and  to  retiuest 

their  assistance  for  the  formation  of  Local  Committees  to  collect  and  transmit 
the  gifts  and  voluntary  subscriptions  of  Your  Majesty's  loyal  subjects  to  the 
Patriotic  Fund.  To  facilitate  those  measures  our  Honorary  Secretaries  issued 
the  notice  (A.)  in  the  Appendix. 

3.  The  unprecedented  amoimt  which  in  the  short  space  of  six  months  has  Aiuount  collected, 
been  contributed  in  answer  to  that  appeal,  is  a  most  satisfactory  proof  of  the  whom  rccoived. 
eagerness  with  which  Your  Majesty's  subjects  have  embraced  an  occasion  of 

testifying  at  once  their  loyal  stipport  of  the  great  contest  in  which  our  country 
is  engaged,  and  their  recognition  of  the  claims  of  those  gallant  men  who  may 
unhappily  fall  in  it.  A  sum  exceeding  a  Million  sterling  has  now  been  jiaid 
into  the  Bank  of  England  to  our  account.  Every  class  of  the  community  has 
contributed  liberally  to  the  Fimd.  On  the  one  hand,  the  nobility,  the  gentry, 
the  great  corporate  mercantile  bodies  of  the  kingdom,  have  proportioned  their 
donations  to  the  greatness  of  the  occasion,  and  to  their  large  share  of  the 
blessings  bestowed  by  Providence  upon  this  favoured  land.  On  the  other,  we 
liave  found  that  the  brilliant  deeds  of  our  countrymen  in  arms  have  awakened 
ecjual  sympathy  in  every  class  of  humble  life,  even  among  those  whose  generous 
impulses  can  be  gratified  only  at  the  cost  of  privation  and  self-denial.  Contri- 
butions of  large  amount  have  been  received  from  agricultural  districts  and 
rural  parishes,  swelled  by  the  spontaneous  bounty  of  the  peasantry  ;  artizans, 
domestic  servants,  workpeople,  labourers,  individually  and  in  associations,  have 
felt  a  patriotic  pride  and  a  generous  satisfaction  in  answering  their  Sovereign's 
appeal.  In  one  striking  instance,  the  inmates  of  the  Eeformatory  Asylum, 
Smith  Street,  Westminster,  having  literally  nothing  of  their  own  to  give, 
denied  themselves  a  meal,  that  its  value  might  be  offered  as  their  gift.  We 
deem  it  a  fact  deserving  Your  Majesty's  notice,  that  even  the  children  of  the 
poorer  classes  have  very  generally  contributed  their  "  mite "  to  enlarge  the 
amount  of  the  Nation's  bounty.  *

4.  It  will  1)0  our  duty  licroiiftor  to  mihniit  to  Your  Majesty  an  detailed  a 
statement  as  uiay  be  practiealile  of  tlie  Houroes  from  which  the  Patriotic  Fund 
has  been  derived.  Your  Majewty  will  he  gratified  to  hoar  that  the  contrihutionH 
have  not  heen  confined  to  Great  Britain  or  even  to  Your  Majesty'H  HuhjectH. 
\'ery  largo  suiuh  have  been  received  from  HritiHli  reHidentn  abroad.  Your 
Majesty's  representatives  in  the  Colonies,  acting  as  Commissioners  in  Aid,  have 
been  warmly  seconded  by  the  loyal  feelings  of  Your  Majesty's  colonial  subjects, 
in  proof  of  which  wo  can  point  to  magnificent  contributions  from  India,  from 
the  North  American  Colonies,  from  Australia,  and  in  fact  from  nearly  every 
British  possession ;  amongst  other  contributions  may  be  mentioned  that  of  the 
Six  Nation  Indians,  who  have  subscribed  the  smn  of  .€100.  Your  Majesty's 
Consuls  General,  Consuls,  and  other  influential  British  subjects  also,  in  all  parts 
of  the  world,  have  manifested  a  laudable  zeal  in  ccmtributing  themselves,  and 
in  encouraging  and  collecting  contributions  to  the  National  Fund.  We  have 
jieculiar  pleasure  in  reporting  tt)  Your  Majesty  that  the  Natives  of  many 
Foreign  Countries  also  have  spontaneously  and  largely  contributed,  and  have 
accompanied  their  donations  with  kind  expressions  of  sympathy  for  the  suflFerers, 
and  testimony  to  their  sense  of  the  justice  of  the  War  in  which  Your  Majesty 
and  Allies  are  engaged. 

5.  We  i)eg  to  stibmit,  in  Appendix  B.,  a  detailed  account  of  the  sums 
received  in  each  month  since  the  opening  of  the  subscription,  and  a  statement 
of  the  mode  in  which  they  have  been  invested. 

G.  The  distribution  of  relief  was  commenced  by  the  Honorary  Secretaries  in 
the  month  of  November  1  S.'it,  under  a  sanction  jjrovisionally  given  to  tlieni 
for  that  ])urpo8e,  by  one  of  Your  Majesty's  Secretaries  of  State.  Under  this 
arrangement,  aboUi,  73  Widows  and  114  Orphan  Children  were  actually 
leceiving  assistance  at  the  period  when  we  first  entered  upon  the  active  dis- 
charge of  tlie  duties  which  your  Majesty  had  been  pleased  io  impose  upon  us. 
A  List  of  our  Meetings,  of  which  regular  Minutes  have  been  kept,  will  be 
found  in  Appendix  C.

8.  Upon  a  ciireful  considcnitioii  of  our  powerB,  we  were  led  to  the  conclusion  poweis  cmiVntd 
tiiat,  while  they  do  not  exclude  the  Widows  and  OrphiUiH  of  CommiHHJoned  l>ytl'>''"i"'"i'-'<i''i 
Offlcera  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  MarincH,  yet,  inaHinueh  as  a  provision  has  heen 
made  hy  Your  Majesty's   I'liision    Warrant   and   Couipassionate  Allowances 
for  the  relief  of  elaiuiants  of  that  class,  they  cannot  in  froiioral  ho  considered 
as  primary  ohjects  of  the  Royal  ('ommission.     ("onsefjuently,  wo  have  deferred  ciainiM  .,1  whlow-.

prohable  that  many  giillant  Officers  may  leave  their  Widows  and  families,  in 
the  event  of  their  falling  in  the  present  War. 


10.  Truly    gratifying,   and   indeed  magnificent,  as  is  the  amount   of  the  First  cstinmte  of 
subscription  received,  there  is  little  reason  to  doubt  that  the  claims  upon  it  widows  nnd 
will  be  correspondingly  great.     In  February  we  were  led  to  suppose,  upon  the     '''  """*' 

best  data  we  were  able  to  collect,  that  the  naval  and  military  operations  in 
which  the  country  had  then  been  engaged,  had  already  thrown  upon  the  bounty 
of  the  country  2,000  Widows  and  3,400  Orphans,  and  on  this  supposition  the 
first  Scale  of  Allowance  that  we  sanctioned  was  framed ;  but,  finding  the 
estimate  of  inimbers,  especially  in  the  ca.se  of  Orphans,  was  excessive,  we  have 
been  induced  to  substitute  an  amended  Scale.  These  are  given  in  Appen- 
dices F  and  G.  How  many  may  be  added  to  these,  should  the  war  unhappily 
be  prolonged,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  conjecture.  It  cannot  be  doubted, 
however,  that  the  number  will  be  considerable.  Each  week,  under  present 
circumstances,  from  70  to  80  Widows  are  added  to  the  number  receiving 
relief,  not  in  many  cases  from  the  recent  death  of  their  husbands,  but  from  the 
fact  that  they  had  not  been  previously  infonned  of  their  bereavement. 

11.  The  total  number  of  Widows  of  the  primary  class,  who  have  actually  Numhciof  Wi.low^ 
applied  for  and  received  relief  up  to  the  10th  of  May  1855,  falls  considerably  reeciviiy  roiii't.  *^ 
short  of  the  number  we  estimated  for  above ;  it  is,  1,487 ;  and  in  connexion 

with  them  are  1,802  Children,  exclusive  of  33  Children  who  liiive  lost  lioth 
parents.  The  table  in  Appendix  H.  shows  the  districts  in  which  they  are 
residing,  and  the  numbers  belonging  to  the  Army  and  Navy  respectively.

That  the  alluwiuicc  to  WidowH  cease  upon  their  second  marriage,  unless 
continued  by  an  express  order  of  the  Coramittoo;  but  during  any  subsequent 
widowhootl  the  widow  is  to  be  at  lil)erty  to  apply  to  Ikj  replaced  on  the  Fund ; 
but  no  woman  is  to  continue  to  receive  an  allowance  if  she  shall,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  by  proflipate  condtict  dishonour  the  memory  of  her 
husband.

Your  Committee  have  accepted  their  services,  and  they  have  entered  upon 
their  duties. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  recommend  that  an  amount,  equal  to  the  subscrip- 
tions made  in  Canada,  be  invested  in  tlie  purchase  of  Canadian  G  per  cent. 
Debentures. 

Application  has  been  made  by  your  Conmiittee  for  the  remission  of 
Postfigc,  and  a  reply  has  been  received,  to  the  effect  that  Lord  Canning  was 
unable  to  make  any  exception  in  lavour  of  any  particular  class  of  corres- 
pondence. 

Application  has  also  been  made  for  the  remission  of  the  Income  Tax, 
which  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Treasury. 

The  Honorary  Secretaries  having  disbursed,  before  the  o})iuion  of  the 
Royal  Commissioners  was  known,  a  sum  of  £40  Us,  3d.,  in  relief  to  certain 
objects  not  provided  for  in  the  Provisional  Scale,  your  Committee  annex  a  state- 
ment thereof  in  the  Appendix,  and  recommend  the  sanction  of  the  Royal 
Commissioners  for  this  exj)eiulitare. 

Your  Connnittee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  Committee  of 
Lloyd's  Patriotic  Fmid  have  decided  on  granting  Giatuities,  to  the  amouTit 
of  £25,000,  to  relatives  who  depended  for  support  on  Officers  and  men  in  Her 
Majesty's  Service  killed  in  action ;  and  also  to  those  disabled  from  wounds 
received  in  the  present  war. 

Certain  sums  of  money  from  abroad  having  been  paid  into  this  Fund, 
portions  have  been  claimed  by  the  Central  Association,  and  the  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  Widows,  &c.  of  Seamen  and  Marines ;  the  papers  are  printed  in  the

The  duties  of  these  Officers  may  he  briefly  described  as  follows : — 

The  Assistant-Secretary  opens  and  distriliutes  the  letters  received,  re- 
cords all  remittances  enclosed  in  letters,  takes  charge  of  all  contributions  paid 
in  at  the  Office  till  they  are  paid  ovtr  to  the  Accountant,  and  prepares  re- 
ceipts for  them  for  the  signature  of  one  of  the  Honorary  Secretaries;  answers 
letters  of  inquiry,  and  attejids  to  other  minor  duties.  This  office  is  at  present 
vacant,  and  the  duties  are  conducted  by  the  Assistant  Accountant — Naval 
Hranch — who  jierforms,  in  additi(jn,  the  duties  of  corresponding  with  naval 
claimants,  of  regulating  the  grant  of  relief  to  tiiis  class,  according  to  the 
established  scale,  in  some  cases  by  remittances  in  gross  to  |)ersons  in  the 
country  for  distribution,  in  others  by  separate  remittances  tp  tlie  claimants 
tliomselves,  or  by  payments  at  the  Office  in  cash.  lie  records  those  payments 
in  his  "  Day-Book,"  and  examines  the  lists  and  vouchers  returned  to  him 
fiom  the  country  after  jKiyment.  IIo  debits  all  such  jjayments  for  relief  to 
the  personal  accounts  of  the  AVi(low.>j,  in  an  Abstract  Book,  kept  for  that 
purpose.  lie  prepares  and  tninsmits  the  Warrants  for  Grants  to  Widows, 
supplies  the  Staff  Officers,  or  other  poisons  employed  for  the  payment  of  the

Uemnil,  to  tlu'  Patriotic  Knml  Acconiit  at  the  Hank  of  Knfjflimd.  He  enterH 
the  t'ontrihntioiiH  received,  either  from  the  lettorH  of  ntlvicc,  or  from  tho 
counterfoilH  of  receipts,  ami  tracen  tho  receipt  of  the  money  to  the  Hank  of 
iMi'-laml  l*ass-l?o{)k.  lie  prepares  the  Advertisement  LiHts  for  the  Newspa- 
pers, and  keeps  the  general  atronnts  of  the  Funds  of  the  Commission.  IIo 
has  also  a  Clerk  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  these  duties. 

(7/(.,.|,s.__'|'hree  Cleiks  nre  employeil,  as  we  liave  already  stat((d,  in 
assistin"  the  Aceouutajit  and  the  two  Assistant  Accountants.  The  fourth  is 
emploved  in  keepinjr  the  r.f^'ister  of  freueral  correspondonco,  in  docketing 
letters  received,  and  in  copying  letters  sent  from  the  olHco. 

E.itm  Chris.  One  of  these  is  employeil  on  the  temporary  dntv  of 
alistraetinj;  the  donations  nceived  in  an  alphabetical  register,  and  the  other 
in  fdling  up  forms  of  acknowledgment  of  money  reuiitted,  and  in  assisting 
in  the  entry  of  letters  and  other  routint!  work. 

The  time  has  nut  arrived  when  a  fuial  distribution  of  these  duties  can  be 
made  ;  the  duties  connected  with  tiie  receipt  of  money,  which  have  hitherto 
formed  the  largest  portion  of  the  business,  arc  rapidly  decreasing,  whilst 
those  connected  with  the  grant  of  allowances  and  the  payment  of  them, 
which  have  hitherto  been  light,  are  increasing  daily;  these  again  will 
hereafter  lie  reduced  when  the  grants  shall  have  been  completed,  and  the 
system  of  paying,  on  permanent  orders,  through  the  Stafl-Otlicers  of  Pen- 
sio..  rs,  shall  have  been  brought  into  full  operation.  But  although  the 
ollice-dnties  are  in  a  transition  state,  and  the  establishment  which  we  are 
about  to  reconunend  must  couHOi|uently  be  considered  a  iirovisional  one,  we 
see  no  ditlicultv  in  laying  down  the  prineiiile  upon  which  the  permanent 
Stafl'  should  be  prospectively  organized. 

The  oilice  of"  Assistant  Secretaiy,"  at  oOO/.  a-year  is  now  vacant.  We 
recommend  that  one  of  the  Assistant  Accountants  be  promoted  to  it,  at  a 
reduced  salary  of  I^M. ;  and  as  the  duties  of  the  office  have  diminished, 
owin"  to  the  contributions  having  nearly  ceased,  wc  consider  that  he  may 
perform  the  duties  of  botli  ollices,  by  which  the  salary  of  1(J0/.  a-year,  which 
he  now  receives  as  Assistant  Accountant,  may  be  wholly  saved. 

The  second  "  Assistant  Accoinitaiit,"  whose  title  we  propose  to  alter  to 
that  of  "Principal  Clerk,"  should  contiime  to  perform  his  present  duties, 
including  those  which  devolve  upon  him  as  Clerk  to  the  Finance  Committee.

'i'licMe  oonmderationH  led  to  the  Heleolion  of  Mr.  Hancock  for  the  mtuation  of 
Accountant.  In  fixing  the  ntte  of  IiIh  reniunerution,  it  may  he  pro|>er  uIho 
to  hear  in  mind,  that  a  Clerk  removed  for  ti  lengtheneil  periiMl  from  the 
duties  of  luH  own  department,  in  ex(H)H(.'d  to  the  rink  of  cerUiin  dituulvantngeH 
during  Inn  abMcnce.  We  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  100/.  a-year  will  Im-  a 
renHonablu  ruto  of  extra  pay  to  the  Accountunt.  At  tho  wimu  timo  we 
recommend  that  tluH  ap[)ointment  Nhould  not  bu  continued  buyond  the  time 
when  the  regulatioim  of  the  otlice  may  come  into  full  operation,  and  the 
BVHtem  of  conducting  the  businewn  and  of  keeping  the  account**  may  bo  com- 
pletely cHtablislu'd  ;  Mr.  Hancock's  dutien  may  then  be  performed  by  the 
other  memburH  of  the  permanent  CHtalilishmeut,  and  he  may  return  to  Iuh 
dutieH  in  tho  General  Register  OiKce. 

With  rcHpect  to  the  two  ClerkH  at  Annual  Saljirien  of  l.'iO/.  and  130/., 
wo  recommend  that  one  of  these  sliouhl  be  dispi-nsed  with  ;  the  Clerk  at 
l.'iO/.  a-year  tudy  performs  the  duties  of  a  Copying  ('lerk,  which  can  be 
executed  for  a  much  lower  rate  of  pay,  and  wi-  cannot  recommend  that  his 
Bervices  be  continued. 

We  do  Jiot  recouiineiid  any  change  in  the  rates  of  pay  of  the  Assistant 
Clerks  and  of  the  tmiporary  Clerks;  the  latter  should  be  discharged  as  soon 
as  their  services  can  safely  be  dispensed  with.  The  two  Assist. irit  Clerks 
will  be  reipnred  as  Assistants  to  the  AssiMicit  i^ecretary  ami  to  the  Principal 
Clerk. 


We  reconunend  that  whenever  a  Clerkship  may  fall  vacant,  it  may  not 
be  filled  up,  but  that  Messrs.  Vacher  and  Son,  the  Law  Stationers,  in  Par- 
liament Street,  who  suj)ply  Copying  Clerks  to  the  Hoard  of  Trade  and  other 
oiKces,  at  about  (is.  a-<lay  each,  may  be  api)lied  to  for  the  aHsistance  which  may 
be  recjuired,  from  time  to  time,  whenever  a  pressure  may  arise.  The  objection 
to  keeping  up  a  pennanont  stalT  of  Clerks  for  a  varying  and  routine  business 
is,  that  they  cannot  be  dispfjused  with  when  the  pressure  has  ceased,  or  if 
dispensed  with,  they  cannot  be  recalled  into  employment  when  the  pressure 
revives.  The  employment  of  Law  Stationers'  Clerks,  when  actually  reipiired, 
will  secure  efficient  assistance  at  the  cheapest  rate. 

There  is  an  Oflice  Keeper  at  CO/,  a-year,  and  there  are  also  two  Mes- 
sengers, one  at   '.i\L  a-year,  and  another  at  8.9.  a-week,  or  20/.  10s.  a-year.

YorR  CoMMTTTKK  haviiijr  mot  several  times  since  they  had  the  liononr  of 
reporting  to  the  Royal  Conimi.ssioners,  beg  to  lay  before  them  a  Report  of  tlicir 
further  proceedings.     The  Sub-Committee,  composed  of 

Colonel  the  lion  J.  Lindsay,  M.P., 
W.  (j,  Andkkpon,  Esq., 
R.  C.  KiKiiY,  Esq., 

have  made  the  following  Report  on  the  subject  of  the  security  of  the  Funds,  of  tlie 
modes  of  Receipt  and  Payment  of  Moneys,  and  sufficicTicy  of  the  Accounts  kept 
for  recording  the  pecuniary  transactions,  as  well  as  on  the  sufficiency  of  tlie 
Checks  upon  Grants  to  Widows  and  Orphans,  which  Report  your  Committee 
have  confirmed  and  adopted,  and  now  beg  to  reconunend  for  the  adoption  of 
the  Royal  Commissioners. 


SECOND  REPORT  OF  THE  SUB-COMMITTEE. 

In  our  first  Report  we  confined  our  remarks  to  the  establishment  of  paid  officers 
and  clerks  required  for  conducting  the  official  business  of  the  Royal  Commission  ; 
in  the  j>resent  Report  we  jtroi^se  to  deal  with  the  second  subject  of  inquiry 
referred  to  us,  namely,  "  The  eliecks  established  for  t)ie  security  of  the  funds  of 
"  the  ('ommission,  the  distribution  of  them,  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  vouchers 
"  upon  which  grants  are  made,  and  of  the  accounts  required  to  exiiibit  tlie 
"  pecuniary  transactions  of  the  Conunission." 

1st.  As  to  the  security  of  the  funds : — By  the  Royal  Proclamation  the 
Paymaster-General  is  constituted  the  treasurer  of  the  fund,  and  all  moneys  are 
paid  to  a  distinct  account  ojtened  in  his  name  at  the  Rank  of  England.  The 
larger  portion  of  the  cntributions  received  have  been  paid  directly  to  that 
account  without  pa.s8ing  through  the  hands  of  any  officer  of  the  (\)nunission. 
We  have  inquired  into  the  regidations  under  which  these  moneys  are  received 
and  issued  by  the  Paymaster-General,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  the  security  of

till'  Italanct'  at  tlii>  orodit  of  liis  account  at  tlic  l?aiik  of  Kiiffland  is  comiilctc 
All  issues  liy  the  rayinastcr-CMiu  lal  on  account  of  tlic  Patriotic  Fund  arc 
made,  in  the  tirst  instance,  out  of  tlie  |iul>iic  money  in  his  liands,  and  at  the 
close  of  ( ach  day  a  transfer  is  made  from  the  Patriotic  Fund  account  to  that  of 
the  jmlilic  at  the  IJaidv  of  Knfi'land,  to  re|(lace  such  issues.  The  Assistant 
l*.iymaster-(}eneral  holds  a  deputation  from  the  I'ayniaster-CJeneral  to  enahlc 
liini  to  make  these  transf  rs,  hut  it  contains  no  authority  to  draw  cheques  or 
hi!.s  on  the  Patriotic  Fund  account,  which  can  therefore  only  be  operated  on  by 
"  writes  oiV,"  or  direct  transfers,  to  the  public  account. 

The  seenrllits  belonp^iiif^  to  the  fund,  such  as  Kxche<iuer  Hills,  IJonds, 
iiailway  lU'luiituns,  t^-c,  are  held  by  the  Hank  of  Fngland  in  the  joint  names 
of  the  I';iyma>tk  r-(!enrral  and  the  Honorary  Secretary,  and  their  joint  signa- 
tufis  are  nipiired  to  every  order  for  the  sale  or  disp()sj\l  of  them. 

The  subscri]ai(ms  ri.e..ived  at  the  ollicoof  the  Royal  Commission  are  cither 
paid  by  subscribers  intt  the  hands  of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  or  they  are 
remitted  in  letters  addre  r  '  i  the  Honorary  Secretaries.  These  letters  are 
opi'ued  in  th'^  preser.ci' of  t\\  sons  and  the  remittances  are  entered  by  the 

Assistant  Sicretary  in  a  day-liook  kept  foi'  that  purpose.  Acknowledgements 
are  given  to  all  piisons  who  pay  money  at  the  office,  or  they  are  transmitted 
jiy  ]post  to  those  persons  who  may  have  I'cmitted  their  subscriptioiis  in  letters. 
The  counterfoils  of  thest;  acknowledgments  are  kept  as  vcmchers  to  be  i)re>duced 
to  the  .\u<lilois.  At  tin  close  of  lacii  day  tiie  Accountant  takc.-s  charge  of  the 
moneys  received  during  the  day  and  pays  them  to  the  proper  officer  in  the 
Paymaster-rieiierars  office  for  transmission  to  the  I'aidv  of  England.  The 
Assistant  Seci'etary  makes  up  a  daily  account  of  the  receijits  at  the  office  ;  the 
Accountant  also  makes  up  an  account  of  the  same  receipts  from  the  letters  of 
ndvice  and  from  the  drafts  and  casli  transferred  to  him  by  the  Assistant 
Secretary ;  he  subseijuently  notes  against  each  sum,  in  his  journal  of  Office 
Kcciipts,  the  number  of  tlie  Paymaster-Generara  list,  prepared  from  the  Hank 
Pass  I'ook,  in  which  tiie  same  is  brought  to  account. 

It  is  I  \  ident  tliat  tlie  eilieacy  of  the  check  upon  this  portion  of  the  suli- 
seriptioi's  d  jk  iids  wholly  on  the  regidiU'ity  olisirved  in  giving  acknowledg- 
ments for  all  sums  paid  or  remitted  to  the  office  ;  if  this  regulation  is  duly 
I II forced,  the  check  is,  in  our  ojiinion,  as  complete  as  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  admit  of. 

2nd.  As  to  Pmjmintx  from  the  Fund. — Adv.ances  are  made  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Payniiister-General  to  the  Tlonorary  Secretary,  who  keeps  an 
areount  for  the  Patriotic  Fund  at  Messrs.  Drummoad's ;  from  this  account 
advai:e.sare  made  to  tlie  A>sistant  Secretary,  who  remits  money  to  the  country, 
either  to  persons  intrusted  with  the  distrilmtion  of  reil'd",  or  directly  to  the 
Clainiftnts  entitled  to  it.  We  recommend  that  the  payments  should,  as  far  as 
practicable  (and  far  more  generally  than  at  ])resent),  be  mad"  through  the 
Paymaster-General;  this  arrang'ement  will  relieve  the  llonoraiy  Secretary, 
as  well  as  those  who  distribute  money  under  his  direction,  from  imnecessary 
ri>k  and  responsibility. 
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3rd.  As  to  the  mffic'wncy  of  the  Checks  upon  Grants  to  Widows  and  Orphans. 
—  In  rofi^ard  to  tlic  Vdiicliors  upon  which  (Jiants  aio  made,  wo  consider  that 
some  alteration  is  dcNirahK-.  The  Marriage  ('ertificate  of  tiie  Widow,  and  the 
( 'crtificateH  of  Mirth  or  |{ai)tisui  of  tiie  Ohihlren,  are  not  at  present  in  all  cases 
produced  at  the  Oflice  ;  it  appe.-irs  to  us  most  essential  that  every  application 
from  a  Widow  for  relief  should  l»e  accompanied  by  a  Certificate  of  her  Marriage 
with  the  Soldier  or  Sailor  upon  whose  death  she  founds  her  claim  to  an  allow- 
ance, and  hy  Certificates  of  the  Birth  or  iJaptism  of  the  Children  on  whose 
behalf  she  may  apj)ly  foi'  relief.  If  the  ('hildren  should  bo  Orphans  on  both 
sides,  the  Apjdicant  on  their  liehalf  should  furnish  both  Certificates  of  their 
liirth  or  Baptism  and  of  the  Marriage  of  their  Parents. 

In  regard  to  Soldiers'  Marriages,  tlie  cases  are  Jiot  unfrequcnt  in  which 
the  Wife  has  Children  by  a  previous  Marriage ;  and  occasionally  Illegitimate 
Children,  either  of  the  Husband  or  Wife,  live  with  the  Soldier  aiid  his  Wife, 
and  pass  by  the  Soldier's  name  ;  the  possession  of  the  correct  dates  of  the 
Soldier's  Marriage  and  of  the  birth  of  all  the  Children,  is  therefore  indis- 
pensable. 

If  a  dilliculty  should  arise  in  any  case  in  procuring  the  proper  Certificates, 
it  muat  be  stated  to  the  Honorary  Secretaries,  and  such  steps  taken  as  shall 
appear  requisite  to  remove  the  difiiculty,  or  to  admit  secondary  evidence,  ac- 
cording to  circumstances.  In  granting  Allowances  from  the  Fund,  which  are 
likely  to  endure,  every  care  should  be  taken  to  examine  as  closely  as  possible 
the  Certificates  by  which  the  claims  are  supported,  to  ascertain  that  they  are 
genuine  and  free  from  alteration  or  erasure,  and  to  subject  all  doubtful  cases  to 
special  investigation. 

4th.  As  to  the  Safficieiici/  of  the  Accounts  kept  for  recording  the  Pecuniary 
Transactions  of  the  Commission. — \Vt'  have  examined  the  various  Books  in 
which  the  Receipts  and  Payments  are  entered,  and  they  appear  to  us  to  be 
well  adapted  to  the  pro  ler  record  of  the  simple  transactions  which  they 
embrace.  We  have  suggested  some  slight  alterations  in  them,  which  appeared 
to  us  to  be  required  to  render  them  more  complete.  We  consider  that  the 
Books  in  which  the  Accounts  with  the  several  Pensioners  are  opened,  may  be 
improved  ;  and  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to  adopt  the  forms  of  Pension 
Books  used  in  the  Paymaster-General's  OtKce  for  similar  payments

Imvo  inado  coiiHiik'rablo  profrrcss  in  tlifir  lalMmrs,  and  will  at  no  distant  period 
bring  their  examination  up  to  tlie  lateHt  date,  when  they  will  report  the  method 
they  have  adopted  in  the  proceNS.  The  Commission  requires  that  the  final 
andit  sliall  Ih)  by  one  or  more  nf  *\\^i  Royal  C'ommisHioners. 

Your  Cfimmittee  are  f;;liid  to  be  able  to  report,  that  their  scheme  of  having 
Local  Committees  of  Ladies  t<>  watch  over  the  welfare  of  the  Widows  and 
( )rphaiiH,  has  been  attended  with  tlie  happiest  results  in  Glasgow  and  Aberdeen, 
and  tliey  do  not  doubt  that  it  will  be  equally  successfid  in  the  other  localities. 
The  Ladies'  Committees  of  the  Grenadier  and  Scots  Fusilier  Guards,  have 
continued  to  give  their  kind  and  ellicient  aid  to  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
whom  they  took  charge. 

Orphans  who  have  lost  both  parents,  and  who  hiive  no  natural  guardians 
to  whom  they  can  properly  be  intrusted,  have  been  placed  by  your  Committee 
in  temporary  asylums  under  tlio  care  of  clergymen ;  but  in  all  cases  the  wishes 
and  feelings  of  the  natural  suiviving  guardians,  or  the  known  wishes  of  the 
deceased  parents,  have  been  respected. 

Yonr  Committee  have,  in  many  instances,  relieved  Widows  with  families, 
by  taking  charge  of  the  children  where  the  Widows  were  willing  to  go  to 
service,  or  by  taking  charge  of  some  of  the  children,  so  as  to  render  the  Widow 
ea])able  of  maintaining  herself  and  the  other  children,  in  which  cases,  of  course, 
the  allowances,  with  any  necessary  additions,  are  regulated  accordingly. 

Your  Committee,  in  exercise  of  the  authority  delegjvted  to  them  by  you, 
have  to  a  limited  extent,  relieved  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  several  Officers 
of  the  following  ranks,  viz.,  2  Surgeons,  2  Lieutenants,  1  Ensign,  4  Quarter- 
masters, 1  Connuissariat  Clerk,  3  Engineers,  and  G  Naval  Warrant-Officers, 
who  all  stood  greatly  in  need  of  aid. 

Your  Committee  have  also  exercised  the  power  with  which  they  were 
intrusted,  of  administering  relief  l)cyoud  the  general  scale,  in  several  cases  of 
sickness,  and  of  the  lying-in  of  Widows. 


Several  Widows  have  already  married  again,  and  thus  ceased  to  be  objects 
for  whom  the  Patriotic  Fund  was  subscribed.  But  the  numbers  applying  for 
relief  are  continually  on  the  increase;  latterly,  the  average  number  of  Appli- 
cants is  73  a-week.  The  number  of  Widows  now  receiving  relief  is  1,2PJ,  and 
the  number  of  Orphans  is  1,41)7,  of  whom  25  have  lost  both  parents.  We 
subjoin  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  localities  where  the  Widows  and  Orphans  are 
resident. 
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Your  Committeo  Imvc,  in  some  caw's,  aHHiHtod  WidowH  to  move  to  tlielr  own 
iniiiHlios,  wliert!  tlicy  wcro  known,  and  could  nioro  readily  obtain  work,  and  in 
otiicr  oases,  to  move  into  more  respectable  neifflibouriioods,  witli  a  view  to 
benefit  tliem  and  their  children. 

They  have  also  paid  the  expenses  of  funerals,  both  of  Widows  and 
Orphans,  and  in  a  few  eases  have  paiil  for  medical  attendance. 

Your  Committee  iire  desirous  of  takiujjf  this  op|)ortniiity  of  recording  their 
wnse  of  their  oldigatious  to  those  Stalf  Ollici  ih  of  JVn.^ioners  and  other  gentle- 
men, who  arc  so  kindly  and  elliciently  a.^.si.stiiig  them  in  the  distriiuition  of 
the  Fund. 

Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  Reporting  that  through  the 
instrumentality  of  tlie  Committee  of  Amateur  Artists,  121  Pall  Mall,  a  sum 
of  money,  as  the  first  instalment,  has  been  placed  at  their  disposal  for  immediate 
distriiiution  amongst  the  Widows  atid  Ori)hans  of  all  classes  of  Olh'cers.  To 
these  Gentlemen  your  Connnittee  beg  to  ofl'er  tliuii  acknowledgments — and 
have  to  Kejiort  that  the  money  has  already  been  applied  in  the  relief  of  several 
pressing  claims. 

Your  Committee  have  to  report,  that  Subscriptions  still  continue  to  l)e 
received  at  the  rate  of  X 1 0,000  a-wcek ;  latterly  a  large  projwrtion  of  this 
has  been  from  Calcutta  and  Hombay. 

Your  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  drawing  attention  to  the  muni- 
ficent subscription  of  an  illustrious  individual,  His  Highness  11  Hameh  Pacha. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  present  the  following  analysis,  which  has  been 
transmitted  to  them  by  the  (.Jlasgow  Committee,  of  the  large  sum  sid)scribed  l>\- 
the  City  of  Glasgow.  It  affords  a  fair  illustration  of  tlie  manner  in  which 
all  classes  have  subscribed  to  the  Patriotic  Fund  : —

That  the  allowance  to  WidoWH  cease  ii|ion  their  second  niarriatfi .  imli.'^s 
coiitiiiUL'd  l)_v  an  express  order  of  the  Cominittee;  imt  during' any  siili.seipieiit 
widowhood  the  Widow  is  to  bu  at  lilierty  to  apply  to  he  re|iliioed  on  the  i-'iind; 
but  no  woman  in  to  continuo  to  receive  an  allowanee  if  she  shall,  in  the  opinion 
of  tlie  Coinmittoe,  by  prolligate  eomliict  disliomuir  the  memory  of  her  hiisliand. 

The  IJi.yal  Commission  has  confined  relief  to  those  who  are  nnabli'  to  relieve 
or  support  iheniselves.  Those  who  are  in  recei[)t  of  wa.ires  adeipiate  to  tlu'ir 
supjiort,  or  who  by  jnoper  exertion  are  able  to  i  ain  a  respectable  livelihood 
arc  not,  so  lonjjfas  such  is  the  ca.se,  in  a  position  to  reeeivi'  tli,.  same  ;ilIowanees 
as  Widows  who  from  want  of  health,  or  from  the  infancy,  or  niinibe;-.  ei  h,.li,. 
los.sne.ss  of  their  children,  are  not  able  to  maintain  themselves;  but  the  Ivxeeiitive 
Committee,  desirous  of  encoura<;in,i,'  and  rewarding:  those  who  endeavour  bv 
honest  indiLstry  to  gain  their  own  livelihood,  have  resolved,  that  where  aiiv 
Widow  not  receiving  relief  from  this  Fund  for  her.self,  shall  produce  Qiiarterlv 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Koyal  Commissioners,  satisfactory  evidence  that  she  is  in

A  Widow  takinji^ 
service  will  in  no  manner  previ-nt  her  from  reoeivin.u^  the  Allowauees  af- 
forded l>v  the  Scale  for  her  Children,  hut,  oTi  the  contrary,  where  it  can  he 
accomplished,  the  rommittee  will  place  her  Children  in  jiroper  Asylums,  and 
when  she  may  he  temporarily  out  of  service,  the  refjjular  Allowance  will  he  made 
to  her.  At;;e,  inlirmity,  or  sickness  will  in  all  cases  i>e  received  as  a  fjroiind 
for  special  relief,  and  in  proportion  to  the  |irevions  exertions  of  the  Claimant, 
and  the  dcLTree  of  industry  and  self-reliance  she  has  manifestol  whilst  in  health 
and  capahle  of  workiujir.  will  he  the  dis|>osition  of  the  Committee  to  extend  to 
her  at  such  periods,  the  aid  of  tlic  Patriotic  Fund.

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IIksomtions  for  the  Guidanok  of  the  ExEcrnvK  and  Fixaxce 

COMMITTKE. 

1.  Tli(!  CdiTimiHHionorH  iuo  of  oj)iiiion  tliiit,  uiidor  tlie  teruiH  of  the 
Royal  ConuniHsioii,  tlio  WidowH  and  Or[)liiuis  of  {'omniisHioncd  OfticorH 
arc  eligible  for  relief  from  the  I'atriotie  Kuiid ;  hut  iiiasnmeh  as  pro- 
vJHion  is  made  hy  Parliament  for  granting  !'ensi(»nH  to  personH  of  this 
class,  the  Connnissioners  eonnider  that  assistance  ought  oidy  to  ho 
granted  to  them  in  special  eases  of  great  necessity,  and  that  the  relief 
of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Non-CommisHioned  OlTicers  and  Privates 
ought  to  lu!  regarded  as  the  ])rimary  ohject  of  the  Fund. 

2.  That  no  condition  beyond  legal  proof  of  Marriage  be  required 
as  a  prima  facie  claim  for  relief. 

3.  That  the  terms  of  tlie  Commission  do  not  admit  of  an  extension 
to  (irandmothers,  Mothers,  or  unmarried  Sisters. 

4.  That  the  Wives  of  Prisoners  of  War  arc  not  eligible  under  the 
terms  of  the  Iloyal  Conunissiim. 

5.  That  Military  Itegiments  on  Foreign  Stations  arc  not  to  be 
considered  "on  active  service." 

C.  That  Cruisers  on  Foreign  Stations,  others  than  those  adjacent 
to  the  Russian  Coasts,  are  not  to  be  considered  "  on  active  service," 
unless  when  men  are  killed  in  actual  action  with  Russians. 

7.  That  inquiry  shall  he  made  as  to  whether  apjdicants  are  in  the 
receipt  of  relief  fnmi  any  otiier  charity. 

8.  That  the  Widows  of  civil  servants  to  Offieers  are  not  eligible, 
unless  their  husbands  were  actually  killed  "  on  active  service." 

9.  That  the  following  Clause  of  the  Royal  Commission—"  And 
"  also  by  their  gifts  and  subscriptions  to  contribute  a  portion  of  those 
"  means  with  which  our  nation  has  been  blessed  towards  the  suc- 
"  couring,  educating,  and  relieving  those  who,  by  the  loss  of  their 
"  Husbands  and  Parents  in  battle  or  by  death  on  active  service  in 
"  the  present  war  are  unable  to  maintain  or  sujiport  themselves," 
embraces  the  cases  of  Widows  and  Oridians  of  Artiiicers  and  other 
civil  servants  of  the  Crown  employed  in  the  East  in  connexion  with 
the  present  war. 

10.  That  the  Scale  of  Allowance  (Appendix  F)  be  for  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  the  Non-Connnissioned  Officers  and  Privates  of  the 
Army  and  Marines,  and  Petty  Officers  and  Seamen  of  the  Navy, 
subject  to  the  condition  in  the  Royal  Commission,  that  the  claimants 
are  unable  to  support  or  maintain  themselves. 

The  allowance  of  a  Widow,  or  a  portion  thereof,  when  necessary, 
may  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  those  Orphans  who  have  lost  both 
Parents,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee. 
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As  tho  iibovo-nu'ntioiicd  Pcnlo  for  Widows  and  Orplinns  must 
iicci'Hsarily  !>»»  influeneetl  l>y  tho  vftrioun  eirciimHtnnoi'H  of  ovory  case, 
nlthnii^li  tlio  Softle  is  to  Ihj  tho  jj^eiionil  rule,  tho  Committoo  uro  to  be 
at  liberty  to  doviate  from  it  in  caHOs  calliiif?  for  tho  oxorciHo  of  their 
(b'Hcrctioii, — HickncsH  and  lyinp-iii,  for  example,  will  'kdmit  of  excep- 
tion. 

The  ailowaiices  are  in  no  inntanco  to  Ik)  transferred  or  asHi^ued, 
and  tlieir  continued  payment  miiHt  depend  ok  the  circuniHtanccB  of 
the  parties,  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  fund  to  answer  tho  demandR 
ii[)on  it. 

11.  That  the  allowance  to  Widows  cease  upon  their  second  mar- 
riage, unless  continued  by  an  express  order  of  tho  Committee ;  but 
durinff  any  subsecpient  widowhood  tho  widow  is  to  be  at  liberty  to 
ap|)Iy  to  Imj  replaced  on  the  Fund ;  but  no  woman  is  to  continue  to 
receive  an  allowance  if  she  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  by 
prolli^ate  conduct  dishonour  tho  memory  of  her  husband. 

1 2.  That  the  Committee  be  at  liberty  to  place  such  Widows  as  they 
deem  it  expedient  in  the  Cambridge  Asylum,  at  such  an  annual  B>mj 
or  sums,  or  sum  or  sums  in  gross,  once  ])aid,  and  under  such  stipula- 
tions as  may  bo  deemed  necessary,  and  as  the  Committee  may  think 
proper,  but  subject  to  the  17th  Resolution. 

13.  Tliat  Widows  who  have  received  large  sums  as  bonuses  from 
the  Central  or  other  Associations,  be  informed,  that  until  these  sums 
are  cxlmusted,  at  a  rate  of  expenditure  equal  tt»  the  Scale  of  the  Royal 
Commission  of  the  Patriotic  Fund,  their  further  applications  cannot 
be  entertained. 

14.  That  gratuitous  offers  of  providing  for  Orphans,  in  part  or 
otherwise,  be  accepted  at  tiie  discretion  of  the  Committee. 

15.  That  where  Local  Subscribers  or  Individuals  are  willing  to 
maintain  and  educate  Orphans  at  tlieir  own  expense,  tho  Widows 
may  be  relieved  by  the  F'und,  and  the  Children,  when  they  are  no 
longer  provided  for  by  such  Local  Subscriptions  or  Individuals,  shall 
Ije  eligible  for  relief  from  the  Fund  in  like  manner  as  if  they  wero 
now  applicants  for  relief. 

l(i.  That  where  Orphans  are  of  a  fit  age  to  be  placed  in  service,  or 
to  be  bound  apprentice,  the  Conmiittee  shall  be  at  liberty  to  place 
them  out  accordingly,  and  to  place  any  Orphans  for  ediication  in  any 
Asylum,  Industrial  School,  or  other  establishment  for  receiving 
Ori)banH  or  destitute  Children;  but  the  Committee  is  not  to  be  at 
liberty  to  purchase  any  perpetual  right  of  presentation,  or  to  endow 
or  enlarge  any  such  establishment.  If  after  all  the  other  claims  on 
the  Fund  are  satisfied  a  surplus  should  remain  on  hand,  then  the 
subject  of  endowments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  tho 
Royal  Commissioners. 

17.  The  Commissioners  having  determined  at  their  first  Meeting — 
"  That  under  the  terms  of  the  Royal  Commission,  the  Widows  and 
"  Orphans  of  Commissioned  Ollicers  are  eligible  for  relief  from  the

"  Patriotic  Fmul ;  Imt,  itinsmuch  an  proviHion  is  made  l)y  Pnrlininent 
"  for  fjjniiitinp  I'ciiHioiiH  to  perHons  <  t'  thin  cIiihs,  tliu  f'ommiHHioncrH

They  now  declare  that  the  following  shall  he  the  Scale  of  Allow- 
ance for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  ConiiniNsioned  Officers  falling 
within  the  foregoing  Resolution,  and  subject  to  the  provision  for  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  Ntui-ComniiHsioned  Officers  and  Privates 
being  deemed  the  primary  objects  of  the  Fund;  the  Committee  to  ho 
at  liberty,  nevertheless,  if  they  think  that  the  Fund  will  permit  it,  to 
allow  to  the  Widow  and  Ciiildren  of  any  ('oiamissioned  Ofliter,  in 
cases  of  great  necessity,  an  allowance  not  exceeding  the  Scale  jiro- 
posed,  although  it  may  not  at  tho  time  be  ascertained  how  many 
claimants  of  the  prior  class  may  have  to  be  provided  for.

Note.— If  killed  in  action,  a  cruluity  is  jiranted  hy  the  Government  to  the  Widow,  ounnl  to  one  year's 
full  pay  of  the  rank  which  her  husband  held;  and  to  each  Orphan  under  the  age  of  21,  one-third  of  the 
gratuity  to  the  Widow.

18.  That  pasKafi^ort  for  WidowH  an<l  Orphanw  to  Canada,  AiiHtralia, 
and  other  places  lie  granted,  i>iit  only  where  the  Conwnittee  are 
satisfied  that  they  have  friends  in  those  places  who  will  assist  them, 
and  prevent  their  again  lieconiing  a  hurthen  on  the  Fund. 

li*.  That  a  Vote  of  Thanks  he  given  to  the  ('oinmissi<iners  in  Aid, 
The  Cliairniaii,  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of  Local  Conunittees,  the 
l?ankers  and  others  who  have  assisted  the  lloyal  OommisHioners  in 
carrying  Her  Majesty's  gracious  intentions  into  cflect. 
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
